reference is made to a previous communication from this Bureau 
to you, dated iArch 5, 1946, concerning the above- captioned individual* 

As of possible interest to you, there is enclosed a copy of a 
memorandum received from confidential sources containing additional in- 
formation relative to Nela Martinez (Espinosa)# 

She returned to Quito, Ecuador, from the Province of Manabi, 
Ecuador, in February, 194b, inasmuch as the government position which she 
occuoied in that province was not included in the national Ecuadoran budget 
for 1946 # Miring Martinez* absence from Quito, her position in national 
Communist Party affairs was largely taken over by one Maria Luisa Gomez de 

la Torre# 

In April, 194b, she allegedly wrote an open letter to Jose Maria 
Velasco Ibarra, Ecuadoran President, in which she severely criticized 
Velasco Ibarra’s usurpation of dictatorial powers.
